2. The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

The six inventions above are patentably distinct and divergent subject matter, classified in 
various different classes and subclasses. A reference anticipating one of the above group may not 
render the others obvious under 35 U.S.C. 103. Hence the restriction requirement is deemed 
proper. 
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3. In view of the complexity of the restriction requirement, a wriiten restriction requirement 
is heerby made. Note that various claims are indefinte and vague. They are not clear, as to 
what is applicant claiming. Additionally, applicants need to elect a single final product, 
starting material, if any process or method is claimed. A single polymerised crosslinked 
compound should be elected if group m is elected. A single chiral support should be elected 
if Group IV is elected.. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must include an 
election of the invention to be examined even though the requirement be traversed (37 
CAR 1.143). 

4. Applicant is reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected invention, the 
inventor ship must be amended in compliance with 37 CAR 1.48(b) if one or more of the 
currently named inventors is no longer an inventor of at least one claim remaining in the 
application. Any amendment of inventor ship must be accompanied by a petition under 37 
CAR 1.48(b) and by the fee required under 37 CAR 1.17(1).
